Bull sees red, leaps 
into bullfight crowd 



O 40 injured in Spanish mayhem 


A bull leapt into the 
packed grandstands of a 
Spanish bullring and ran 
amok, injuring 40 people 
as it charged and trampled 
spectators, regional offi¬ 
cials said Thursday. 

Video showed the bull 
jumping several metres 
high out of the ring, clear¬ 
ing two barriers before 
landing in the stands and 
raising a panic as it lurched 
through the screaming 
crowd. 

The incident occurred 
Wednesday during an 
event attended by about 
3,500 spectators, in which 
mostly young people tiy to 
get a bull to charge at 
them so they can dodge it. 

The 500-lcilogram ani¬ 
mal was brought under 
control by experienced 
bull handlers after several 
minutes at the arena in 
Tafalla in the northern re¬ 
gion of Navarra and killed.

Next weekend Going The 
Distance — yet another 
star-studded romantic com¬ 
edy — will be hitting 
screens headlined by Drew 
Banymore and Justin Long. 

However, the movie 
might catch some people 
off guard as it’s a far more 
realistic representation of a 
relationship than audiences 
are used to from the genre. 

“A lot of romantic come¬ 
dies are fairy tales which 
are fun to watch, but I real¬ 


ly wanted to make a film 
that was more grounded,” 
director Nanette Burstein 
told Metro. 

She’s an interesting 
choice to infuse the rom- 
com with realism as well, 
given that Burstein’s previ¬ 
ous experience has been in 
documentaries including 
the Oscar-nominated On 
The Ropes and American 
Teen. 

“Ever since film school 
I’ve wanted to make non¬ 
fiction and fiction movies,” 
revealed the director. “I’ve 
been reading a lot of differ¬ 
ent scripts from the studios 


to direct and I really re¬ 
sponded to this. I loved the 
tone, the honesty, the hu¬ 
mour.” 

Going The Distance is 
about a seemingly ideal 
couple who live on opposite 
sides of America. Obviously 
that leads to misunder¬ 
standings and a variety of 
zany shenanigans involving 
phone sex and mistaken in¬ 
fidelity. But there’s also a 
lot of anger, frustration, 
and emotion that grounds 
the film with some surpris¬ 
ingly harsh realities. 

For Burstein, making the 
film as realistic as possible 


was of vital importance and 
it even led to shooting 
scenes with her two stars in 
New York unannounced 
and without a crew as if it 
were a documentaiy. 

“We were so stealth and 
had such small cameras 
that people didn’t even re¬ 
alize that Drew and Justin 
were there. Most people 
just walked by, which was 
exciting for the actors.”

"I deliberately chose a real 
couple because they had 
such a wonderful natural 
chemistry together and 
also because the movie has 
lot of comedy in it involv¬ 
ing things like phone sex 
and sex on a dining room 
table. So it was great to 
have two actors who felt so 
comfortable with each 
other. That way they could 
just really go for it with the 
comedy."

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Spike Lee 
returns to 
New 
Orleans 

Five years after he docu¬ 
mented the horrors of 
Hurricane Katrina, Spike 
Lee returned to New Or¬ 
leans with his new movie 
showing the city's agoniz¬ 
ing efforts to return to 
normal. 

The premiere this week 
included hours one and 
four of the HBO documen¬ 
tary, If God Willing and Da 
Creek Don't Rise. 

“The first hour was 
very, very emotional,” said 
Sharon Starks, 53, who 
said she had a purse full of 
tissues after seeing the 
first Lee film on the hurri¬ 
cane. “But the second 
hour I was just angry. It

was about the BP oil spill 
and I just felt they came 
along and violated us on 
top of everything else.” 

Lee also produced 
When the Levees Broke: A 
Requiem in Four Acts, af¬ 
ter Katrina struck in Au¬ 
gust 2005. That movie 
detailed the overwhelm¬ 
ing losses and the pain 
and suffering the hurri¬ 
cane and the breaching of 
the levees caused. 

“I have mixed feelings,” 
said Althea Pierce, 79, who 
lost everything in the Aug. 
29, 2005 storm, but has 
since rebuilt her house. 
“It's very painful to relive 
the storm, but I'm hopeful 
because of the progress 
we're making.” 

In the new movie, Lee 
returns five years later to 
see how plans to rebuild 
New Orleans have played 
out. 

The city has seen many 
areas rebuilt since the 
storm. There are still areas 
of New Orleans that re¬ 
main deserted, but the 
population, 450,000 before 
the hurricane, has grown 
to 380,000. 

It airs on HBO Aug. 23 
and 24.

Best known for his role as 
orneiy Martin Crane on the 
long-running Frasier, John 
Mahoney has been a staple 
of film, TV and theatre — 
he got his start at Chicago’s 
Steppenwolf Theatre — for 
decades. 

And though he celebrat¬ 
ed his 70th birthday in 
June, Mahoney is still at it, 
with roles on Burn Notice 
and In Treatment and as 
wisdom-dispensing grand¬ 
father Chet Duncan in Rob 
Reiner’s new coming-of-age 
film, Flipped. Mahoney sat 
down with Metro to talk 
about how an actor pre¬ 
pares, balancing stage and 
screen work and the appeal 
of the early ’60s. 

How did you go about devel¬ 
oping your character for 
Flipped? 

I looked for what his 
flaws would’ve been, and I 
tried to layer in there that 
he liked to give a little ad¬ 
vice — and we all do, no 
matter what generation it 
is. You know, ‘When I was a 
kid, when I was this, when 
I was that. We never did 
that,’ or ‘We knew how to 
behave.’ But I just tried to 
make him as human as I 


could by layering in real or 
imagined self-aggrandizing 
more than anything else. 

But that was about it. I 
couldn’t put in any deep, 
dark secret past in there be¬ 
cause I just don’t think 
there was one. I didn’t want 
to manufacture anything. 

How much work do you do 
figuring out a character's 
backstory? 

You know, all actors 
work in different ways, and 
a lot of people do a lot of re¬ 
search. I don’t, to tell you 
the truth. I read the script 


and I memorize the lines, 
and then I think a little bit 
about the character. But I 
like to act intuitively. I like 
to just see what happens. I 
like to see how a line is said 
to me before I determine 
how I’m going to reply to 
that line. So it’s always new 
to me, whether it’s stage or 
screen or television. 

The book Flipped is based on 
isn't set in the 1960s, but the 
movie version is. Why do you 
think there's been so much 
fascination with that time pe¬ 
riod lately? 


I don’t know what it is. I 
think in the case of Flipped, 
the innocence of the peri¬ 
od. It was just before so 
many cataclysmic things 
were happening — assassi¬ 
nations and invasions — I 
just think [director] Rob 
[Reiner] was looking for a 
beautifhl time that he could 
explore innocence and de¬ 
cency before the world 
went crazy and before we 
became so technologically 
obsessed and everything 
else. I mean, it was such an 
innocent age when you 
look back on it.

Though he’s known prima¬ 
rily as the gorehound en¬ 
fant terrible behind the 
controversial Hostel films, 
filmmaker Eli Roth is not 
an easy artist to pigeon¬ 
hole.

“But how do you top The 


Exorcist? That was the 
question and the answer is, 
you can’t. But what you can 
do and what we’ve done 
here is make a great movie 


that acknowledges The Ex¬ 
orcist without imitating it.” 

Shot in first person style, 
the film stars veteran char¬ 
acter actor Patrick Fabian 


(Big Love) as shyster 
preacher Cotton Marcus, 
who is laying to redeem 
himself by proving that de¬ 
monic possession is a 


sham. 

Linking up with a TV 
documentary crew, Marcus 
travels to the backwoods of 
nowhere to exorcise a 
young farm girl (Ashley 
Bell). 

He gets more than he 
bargained for. 

“The beauty of shooting 
in first person, fake docu¬ 
mentary format is that you 
can strip away the make-up 
effects,” the producer ad¬ 
mits. 

“It’s effective and further 
blurs the line between the 
natural and the supernatu¬ 
ral. There’s a compelling 
clash between science and 
religion at play here and 
the audience is left guess¬ 
ing if the girl is possessed or 
is just mentally ill.” 

The Last Exorcism opens 
wide next Friday.

T he most famous 
movie nanny is, 
naturally, Mary 
Poppins. Julie 
Andrews 
brought the 
“practically perfect in 
every way” caregiver to 
vivid life in the 1964 
movie, indelibly 
imprinting on minds 
young and old the image of 
the gracious English nanny 
with special powers. 

Good old Mary with her 
magic satchel and odd abil¬ 
ity to say the word “super- 
califragilisticexpialidociou 
s” backwards and 
forwards, is a pop culture 
icon, parodied on 
everything from Buffy the 
Vampire Slayer to Saturday 
Night Live. 

She’s even inspired oth¬ 
er movies, like this week¬ 
end’s Nanny McPhee 
Returns. McPhee (Emma 
Thompson) fits the 


enchanted babysitter 
mold, using her 
miraculous powers to 
teach pigs to do 
synchronized swimming 
and impose her will on her 
young charges. 

She means well even if 
her teeth are a bit scary 
and her methods unortho¬ 
dox unlike some of the 
nightmare nannies listed 
below. 

Crazysitters: Redubbed 
“Fetal Attraction” by one 
writer, the best known 
crazysitter movie is The 
Hand That Rocks the Cra¬ 
dle, a lurid story about a 
beautiful nanny with bad 
intentions. After that film 
Rebecca De Mornay 
became the poster girl for 
nutty nannies everywhere, 
but she is just one of many 
who have played crazy 
caregivers. In Addams Fam¬ 
ily Values nanny Joan Cu¬ 
sack is more interested in 
Uncle Fester’s money than 


the welfare of the kids and 
I think the name Crazysit¬ 
ter speaks for itself. 

“I am here to protect 
thee”: Like Mary Poppins 
and Nanny McPhee, who 
both mysteriously 
appeared when their fami¬ 
lies needed them most, 

The Omen’s Mrs. Blaylock 
turned up at Damien 
Thom’s house. Like her 
colleagues this mother’s 
little helper had the child’s 
best interest in mind. Un¬ 
like Poppins and McPhee, 
she was a disciple of the 
Devil sworn to protect 
Damien until he can take 
over the world. 

Rock ‘Em Sock ‘Em Nan¬ 
nies: Heading the list of 
muscle-head nannies is 
wrestler Hulk Hogan who 
donned a pink tutu to play 
the lead in Mr. Nanny, a 
1993 comedy co-starring 
Sherman Hemsley and for¬ 
mer New York Dolls singer 
David Johansen.

son,” as he calls it. Wright 
believes Adkins has a 
much more visible profile 
than most of his countiy 
peers, yet doesn’t get the 
credit for it.

S teven Adler, the 
original 
drummer for 
Guns N’ Roses, 
has a pretty solid 
handshake for 
The Most Self-Destructive 
Guy in Rock. One stroke, 
two heart attacks, three 
botched suicide attempts, 
several trips to jail and 
twenty-eight overdoses on 
eveiything from heroin on 
down. 

He was so messed up 
that even by the standards 
of the depravity set by 
Guns N’ Roses in their hey¬ 
day, he was too much for 
the rest of the band. He 
was fired for drinking too 
much and taking too 
many drugs. Even Slash, a 
guy he had known since 
childhood (and a fellow 
junkie), refirsed to stand 
by him anymore. From 
there, his life became 
worse than you can imag¬ 


ine. For 20 years. 

So what do you do if 
you survive ah this? You 
write a book, of course. 

“There’s been a lot of 
stuff said and I want to set 
the record straight,” he 
says, speaking with a 
slight slur in his voice, per¬ 
haps resulting from the 
stroke, “but for me, it’s 
very mentally and 
physically and spiritually 
healing for me. I couldn’t 
continue with my life. I 
couldn’t move on. I could¬ 
n’t move ahead with my 
career, my family, if I 
didn’t say these things. I 
wear my heart on my 
sleeve with this book.” 

He does. My Appetite 
for Destruction is brutally 
honest. Adler recounts 
everything from the sexu¬ 
al abuse he suffered as a 
child through to ah the 
weirdness and sickness 
that was part of everyday 
life as a member of GNR. It 


also covers all kinds of 
Gunners’ history that even 
some of the most hardcore 
fans may not know about. 

It was only after he 
finally got sick of “coming 
to every morning and then 
doing drugs,” he sought 
the help of Dr. Drew 
Pinsky (the Celebrity 
Rehab guy) that he was 
able to reverse this death 
spiral. 

“You think everything’s 
party. It wasn’t such a par¬ 
ty. Being sick, having to go 
on stage throwing up 
blood, hospitals — that’s 
what happened. I partied 
harder than any of them 
and it affected me 
differently. (Then) for 
twenty years I was 
blaming Slash, Axl, Duff 
and Izzy for letting me 
down. I let me down.”

“I wanted a balance of 
texture and flavour in 
achieving one of the ulti¬ 
mate comfort foods,” La¬ 
gasse said in an email 
interview. “I loved the idea 
of combining a rich fried 
cheese with prime chuck 
and the spicy aioli.” 


Chipotle, Tomato and Lime 
Aioli 

In a blender, combine all 
ingredients and puree until 
smooth. Store in an airtight 
container and refrigerate 
for up to five days: 

Fried Mozzarella Rounds 

In a wide, shallow bowl, 
place flour. In a second 
wide, shallow bowl, whisk 
together eggs and milk. 
Place panlco in a third wide, 
shallow bowl. 

One at a time, dredge 
each slice of cheese 
through flour, shaking off 
excess, then dip into egg 
mixture, coating thorough¬ 
ly. Place slices in panlco and 
coat evenly on both sides. 
Pass each slice through egg

NHL camp wraps up with intrigue 



Brendan Shanahan’s goal 
with the NHL’s research, de¬ 
velopment and orientation 
camp was to take a proac¬ 
tive approach to consider¬ 
ing potential changes that 
could improve the game.

“I don’t really feel like 
there’s a finish line with 
this project,” Shanahan 
said. “I think it’s just a mat¬ 
ter of collecting informa¬ 
tion that could come in 
handy tomorrow, or it 
could come in handy five or 
10 years from now.” 


Long process 

► Fans shouldn't expect to 
see changes to the game 
any time soon. 

► The next scheduled GMs 
meeting is in November 
and the competition com¬ 
mittee and board of gover¬ 
nors would need to 
approve any potential pro¬ 
posals.
